some of tho officers heard a sound 
that to thoir practiced oar told a sad 
tain.

a Hinglo blado;" bnt soon it wns dis- 
covered that tho rudder chain had 
pnrtrul near tho ruddor, and that we 
woro floating at tho inoroy of tho

All looked grave; 
some 


woro panic stricken; some poor fel- 
lows, Italians, wont into spasms of 
four, but soon confidence and hope 
woro restored and tho oilioern wont 
to work to do what they could to re- 
pair.

on dock, the son of Vulcan began to 
swing his groat hammer and the 
ringing blows sounded out into tho 
tempest.
